Congressman Ralph E. Church has 
introduced a bill -which will if passed 
provide for the establishment of a 
United Stales Naval Academy some- 
where In the county, preferably In 
the vicinity of Great Lakes Naval 
training station. 

In presenting the bill this Tuesday, 
Church said, in part: 

"The United Stales Naval Academy 
at Annapolis,., even thou^ greatly 
expanded during the war, cannot pos- 
sibly furnish the necessary officer 
personnel for the proposed post-war 
Navy," said Congressman Church, 
"An additional Naval Academy should 
be established and the vicinity of 
Great Lakes is the logical location." 

Congressman Church pointed out 
that "the present plans for the post- 
war Navy call for 500,000 enlisted 
men and 58,000 officers (not includ- 
ing the Marine Corps), and expanded 
facilities at Annapolis have a capacity 
of only 3,423. During the period July 
1, 1942. to June 30, 1945, the Navy 
trained a -total of 2.273.812 recruits, 
of which 806,457 were trained at 
Great L.ak«, or 35,46 per cent It is 
axiomatic," he said, "that a strong 
Navy requires the constant inflow of 
young men, highly trained in the use 
of complex ecjuipment and in leader- 
ship." y^. 

In advancing "the vlcinily of Great- 
Lakes, Illinois" as the logical location 
for another Naval Academy Congress- 
man Church said that "the Middle 
West has alwaj's furnislicd a larger 
perccntape of Navy porsonnel than 
a-iy other .seetion of the country, as 
well as the best material. But aside 
from such considerations, the last 
war has clearly deniorxstnited the 
the mlnerabilily of coastline and the 
imporlanco of locating ♦mporlant de- 
fense plants and mililarj- installalinns 
inland.

«ction by the city to raise fares on the municipal street- 
car line. 

The mayor of San Trancisco says OPA's objections 
that fare increases nii^lit be inflationary, arc absurd 
when additional revenue is "imperatively and immedi- 
ately needed for improvements demanded by the citi- 
zens." 

It is hard to sec why a municipal business enter- 
prise collecting its income from the public, should be 
exempted from the rulin;*s of OPA which, on the ground 
of controlling inflation, has its finder in ihe business of 
every man in the United States. 

The plea of the mayor that additional revenue is 
"imperatively and immediately needed," could be ad- 
vanced by every manufacturer and business in the 
United States whicii is under OPA rulings. They have 
all had to face wafic increases which the Federal gov- 
ernment has promoted, while demanding that prices be 
held at some fictitious level. 

It is no worse for the San Francisco municipal 
streetcar line to struggle along under increased cost of 
operation, at its old rates, than it is for any other busi- 
ness. Federal regulation should apply to private and 
public business alike. 

Raising the rates of a municipally-owned enterprise 
is just as inflatonary as rasing the rates charged by a 
private enterprise. If the rates of private industrj' are 
to be controlled by OPA wliile the Federal government 
incites increased cost ot operation, certainly the rates 
of compKuing municipal business should be controlled in 
like measure. 

As long as the people sanction Federal domination 
of the affairs of every local community, let the admin- 
istration of the law be applied equallv to all.

Treasury Department 
Urges Early Filing 
Of 1945 Income Tax 

March 15 Deadline It Only 
Four Weeks 
Away 

Joseph D. Nunan, Jr., Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, and Ni- 
gel D. Campbell, ColicGtor of Internal 
Revenue, today urged taxpayers to 
nil out their own income >tax returns 
and to do it early to avoid the last 
minute rush on March 15. 

Collector Campbell said he Joined 
in the advice contained in a letter 
addressed by Commissioner Nunan to 
taxpayers, through the Collector's of- 
fice and the press. The Commis- 
sioner's letter follows: 

"Dear iFellow-Taxpayer: 

"I am impelled to write to you 
about your 1945 income tax return 
which Ja due now and must be filed 
not l^ter than March 15th. 

However, >the main subject of my 
letter is not merely to remind j-ou 
that you must file, although that is 
important. As you should know, the 
law requires a return from evcrj-one 
who had $500 or more income last 
year. 

The main thing I want ^o discuss 
with you is how to go about filling in 
your return. I urge you, with the 
deepest sincorclty and good will, to 
try to fill out your return by your- 
self. You should have no difficulty if 
^xju read the .forms and accompany- 
ing instructions. 

In urging you to fill out your own 
return as far as possible, I wish to 
remind you that the tax blanks have 
ben vastly simplified since 1M4. 

My earnest advice is that you tack- 
le your own tax return as soon as 
"Vants picked from the crowd by means possible and by yourself. In at least
